JOHNSTOWN, Pa., March 18 — 
Isolated and

waited in cheerless refuge places 
tccay for Johnstown’s second great 
flood in a half century to subside 
. i outside help could come. 
The sons and daughters of those 
who perished when the Conemaugh 
poured millions of gallons of water 
through a narrow v alley in 1899 
were without light or gas, their food 
supply was threatened and thou­ 
sands were still marooned in busi- 
ix 
buildings, unable to get out. 
W ater Subsiding 
Early this morning the waters 
be« .tn receding. 
From a top-lev el 
of 16 feet, they subsided to fiv e in 
downtown streets. 
Police Chief Harry Kiink said he 
k new of only two deaths but there 
wore reports of three other drown- 
i:u 
in the Johnstown area. 
The reports of deaths through­ 
out the flood dev astated western 
Pennsylv ania area totaled 14. 
Klink . who sent out a plea for 
ail state agencies to help the city, 
said no damage estimate could be 
made but the total would be writ­ 
ten in hundreds of thousands, per- 
aps millions. 
Announcing he had ask ed for 
details of state troopers, highway 
patrolmen and other officers to 
prev ent looting, the police chief 
said: 
Under Military Rule 
At my own req uest we are under 
military rule this minute." 
He also ask ed for CCC work ers 
and other outside help to help 
clean up the debris left by the 
raging flood. 
A total of 2,235 persons perished 
May 31, 1899, when the south fork 
dam burst and a 50-foot wall of 
water raced down the v alley. The 
damage reached $10 000.000. Johns­ 
town lies in the “V" formed by the 
junction of the Conemaugh riv er 
ar.d Stony creek .

PRIZE 


For the money which it lent to European govern­ 
m ents before, during and after the World war the 
United S tates received handsom ely engraved bonds. 
Those bonds, locked in treasury vaults, have a cur­ 
rent value approxim ately equal to th a t of an equiva­ 
lent am ount of wall paper. 
A prize is in order for the suggestion th a t they be 
divided into small, negotiable bonds and sold to the 
American public. 
The treasury, aixparently seeing 
both the hum or and the technical difficulties of the 
proposal, lias turned thum bs down, explaining with 
comic gravity th a t it probably w ouldn't be able to 
sell the bonds even if it were able to offer them . 
The treasury obtained the money In the first place 
by selling bonds to the public. Those bonds now con­ 
stitute p a rt of the national debt. 
T heir holders will 
be reimbursed, unless som ething happens to n atio n ­ 
al credit. 
Obviously issuance of negotiable bonds 
on the basis of the European bonds held by the 
treasury would be equivalent to selling th e public 
Its own debt, since foreign creditors have no Inten­ 
tion of paying thetr debt. 
Holding companies, th em ­ 
selves accused of roundabout and devious practices, 
never thought up a better one th an that.
